Ilouscliold Reccfpes. 

Mint Sauce. — Chop as fine as po.s- 
sible n quantilv of luiiit lfavt\s, prcvi- 
ously wa.sliod; ucld to tliein white wine 
vinegar and water in i^cjual parts, to 
float them, and a sumli (]uaiitity of 
powdoretl sugar. Let tlie huuco .stand 
an hour before using. Tlii.s sauce is 
very nice served with roast lamb. 

To preserve apples. — Pare, core, and 
quarter tlie apples, weigh a pound of 
sugar to a pound of apples. Place in 
ia jar layer of ajiple.s ami a layer of 
sugar until the jar i.s full. . lie careful 
not to i)Ut the layer of ap[)le.s to deep; 
let thein stand over night; tlieu drain 
ofl' the syrup and boil it three minule.s, 
now put in the apple.s and cook until 
they look clear. Hurd a|iples make 
the best preserves, hut oth(>rs can be 
uesd. 

CJingerbrea<l.- - One ami a half pounds 
of flour three (juarters of a pound of 
sugar, half a pound of butter, twoegg.s, 
one fourth cup of molasses, one fourth 
cup of milk, half a spoonful of soda, one 
teaapoonful cream of tartar, one table- 
spoonful of ginger and a little ground 
cloves. Hub the tlour and sugar to- 
gether, then make a hole in the mithlie 
and put in the other ingredients— hav 
ing^well beaten the eggs. Kneud well 
with the hands, and roll thin on tin 
sheets. Bake to a nice brown. The 
recipe makes excellent rich ginger- 
bread. 

Cranberry tart. — Wash and |)ick 
over the berries. Put iulo a porcelain 
saucepan with a little water, and sim- 
mer until they burst open and become 
soft. Jiun through ii collcnd-r to re- 
tain the sk inn, and sweeten to taste, liake 
in pastry slielLs, with cro.ss-bars of pas- 
try over the top. 

Potato Pufi's. — Take two cupful.s 
cold mashed jwtatoes aiyi stir into it 
two tablespoonfuls melted butter, 'beat' 
ing to a light cream. When this is 
done add to it two egus beaten very 
light and a leacupful of cream or milk, 
with salt to ta.ste. Heat again, aiul 
bake in a quick oven until brown- 
ed. 

- Breakfast Rolia. — One pint of sweet 
milk, one egg, half a teaspoonful of 
■alt, one large tablespoonful of lard, 
one quart of flour; ini.v iliem at night, 
place in u warm |jlai-c' to rise; in the 
morning roll out, cut them into lolls, 
place in the pans, and place over a 
kettle- of warm watir; let them get 
very light and "bake about twenty min- 
utes. 

Tea Biscuit. — tJne quart of flour; 
two heaping tablea()oonfuLs of lard; two 
cups of milk (new if it can heolHaineil); 
one teaspoonful soda, and two of creaiii 
of tartar; one t.eas[)oonful of salt; sift 
the cream of tartar into the flour, then 
put in the salt, then the lard, rubbed 
lightly through the flour with the 
hands; next llie soda, dissolved in a 
little of the milk; then, as rajjidly as 
possible, the rest of the milk. . Knead 
all togetlier as fast h.'i you e.ari, roll out 
lightly, and cut into cake.-j at least lialf 
an inch thick. Bake in a quick oven. 

Orange Flitters — For the l)aLter, 
one half pound of flour, one half ounce 
of butter, one half salt.spnonful of .suit, 
two eggs, a little milk, and some 
oranges. Make a niet! light l.inLter 
with the above ()roportion of Hour, 
butter, suit, cgg.s and sufliciftnt milk tn 
make it the proper cousi.stency ; pi-cl 
the orange, remove a.s much of the 
while skin as po.Msihle, and divide eucli 
orange into eight pieces, without l)reuk 
ing the skins, unless it lie to remove 
the pips; dip each piece of orange in 
the batter. Have ready a pan of boii- 
ing lard or clarified dripping; drop in 
the oranges and fry them a delicate 
brown from eight to ton tuiiiutes. 
"When done lay them on a pi' ce of 
blotting papernear the lire todrainaway 
the greasy moisture, and dish them on 
a white d'oyley; sprinkle over them 
plenty of pounded sugar, and ierve 
quickly. 

To (Maze Pastry. — Hreak an egg, 
separate the yiilk from tin', white, and 
beat the former for a short time. Then 
when the pastry is nearly done, taki; it 
out of the oven, brush it over with the 
beaten yolk of egga, and put it back in 
the oven to set the glaze.

"Hon. Mr. Duvie in ninviny the 2iid 
reading of the Chinese bills aiiid it luitl 
been suggested that the liouae was not 
sincere in introducing bills which were 
unooustilUtioDiil . He thougiit both bills 
theoretically were unconstitutional, but 
practically they would bo brought before 
the house pa.s.sod and referred to Canadii, 
lUM^ .s/ioic titf Lhiiniiiiun (jutrrumfiit 

tJuit thf province, uiis terrihhj in caiiieM un 
fA is i,-uf.s/ 1(1/1. U iras mitli fliis view that If 
lent his mane tu sufiport tlie bill, uiulhupeil 
that no more tconid be heard on the.Jloor of 
the house about, ituiivcerity. If dienlloweil 
at Ottawa the bills should be framed again 
und again until the Doininion government 
were compelled to riicognizo the invpura- 
tivu rights and wisliea of the people of 
this province. He would not dilate upon 
the evil the bill proposed to meet, with 
which evoryono was well acquainted, and 
would therefore simply move the second 
reading. " 

The above is a full (juotation from the 
remarks of Hon. Mr. Duvie when intro- 
ducing the Anti Chinese bill in the local 
house. Yesterday our esteemed coniem- 
porary produced" the sumo report in a 
garbled form and, with that display of 
candor and fair-mindedness which has 
made him so much respected at home and 
holoved abroad, argued that the remarks 
of Mr. Davie, when compared with the 
vigorous action of Mr. Smllhe at (.)ttawa, 
are evidence of a serious split or disagree- 
ment in the oabmel. If the garbled ex- 
tracts of ourcontemporary were suffered to 
pass unchallenged it must be admitted 
that a case in support of liis argument 
would be made out. Hut tlie iiii.'ifortuiu' ia 
that any political rascal may misrepresent 
an honorable opponent by clipping some 
sentences in two and dovetailing others 
that were never intended to be read to- 
gether for the purpose of iiiisrepresenta 
tion. In the report which wu print above 
it will be seen that -Mr. Davie expres.sed 
the belief tiiat the bills were uncnii.stitu- 
tional; but, he added, their pussago would 
show the Duminian "that the province is 
terribly in earnest" on the Chinese (juos- 
tion. Now, what has been the practical 
effect of the passage of these bilk and the 
exertions of Mr. Shakespeare, Mr. Baker 
and other members of the Ottawa parlia- 
ment? The Dominion Government, under- 
standing that the province is in earnest, 
have consented to the appointment of a 
commission to inquire Into the whole Clii- 
ne.se matter and have referred the bills 
directly to the Imperial noverument for 
the opinion of their law ollicers. Although 
he has the power yir John hesitated to 
disollow the bills because ho sees that the 
province is "terribly in earnest." We do 
not think that the iiilla will be allowed by 
the Imperial government because they 
are opposed to treaty rights; but they 
may be the means of a new treaty with 
China being framed on the basis of the 
bills. If that Olid shall be reached 
through the legislation of this governmoiit 
niight not our esteemed contemporary re- 
joice to {iiid that a gnverniiient lias at last 
come int.; jjcjwer in I'.ritish Columbia that 
has forced both the Dnmiruoii and British 
governmoiits to grapple with a longstanding 
grievance ? There is hardly room for 
doubt that if the previous government and 
the ex-missinnary had been "in earnest" 
the same end would have tjeen reached si.x 
years ago. But they were iiofiu earnest. ' 
They were humbugs. The |)eople have 
now the opportunity of comparing the 
difference between the works of "earnest" 
wen ond humbugs. 

VICTORIA HAUL. 

The grand jury appears to bo composed 
in the main of energetic and public-spirit- 
ed citizens, and to them we address our- 
selves on the subject of the Victoria gaol. 
At this writing there are TOiprisoners c(jn 
fined in quarters that were originally de- 
signed for forty. Criminals, drunkards, 
vaj^rants and lunatics are huddled togetli- 
er in unpleasant and dangerous pro.tlmity 
— soinotiinea a.s many as live in one cell. 
The atnioHiihcre is tainted aiid the effect 
DM health, to say imthing of morals, can- 
not but be very injurious. A short time 
ago a sligbtly-demonted woman was 
l)r(night into the prison. The wardi-rs 
having no coll that was not already occu- 
pied by at lease three men, made up a bod 
for her on the floor of one of the passage- 
ways. The next day she appeared better 
.'iiid was released; found her way to 8e 
attlo, was arrested there and soon ofter- 
warde died. Recently a case of leprosy 
ba.s developed and the unfortunate wretch 
li la been aaaignod a cell that three men 
jireviously tjccupied, thus still further re- 
ducing the space at the disposal of the 
wardens. 'I'ho popular i<lca ruiiH in favor 
nf tt prison without or on the outskirts of 
the city boundaries. The existing loca- 
tion is unsuitable and now that the town 
is fillin.<; up the land might easily ho dis- 
posed of for a sum sufficient to secure an- 
other location and erect a rmw, nxuiiy and 
Appropriate prison.

SPUIXG ASSIZES. 
Supreme Court. 

(Present— Sir M. It. lic^'bie, C. J., and Mr. Jiintiee 
Creaae.) 

Yesterday morning the spring as-size 
court opened at 11:20 there being a large 
attendance. 

The registrar read the commission ap- 
pointing all the judges. 

The sheritl' called the panels of the grand 
and petit jurors. 

The names of the grand jurors were as 
follows : 

B. W. Pearse, foreman; D. Sponcer, .J. 
C. Bales, W. T. Drake, iNl. T. .(ohnson, 
Amor DeCosmos, C. \. Vernon, iIi'S. 
Wilson, (Jeo. Jay, J. D. Bryant, W. ,1. 
.lell'ree, W.M. Chudley, D. ( )ppeiiheim('r, 
E. B. Marvin, Henry Brown, J(diii R. 
RuiLjell, R. Williams, L. Erbe. 

The chief justice addressing the grand 
jury said there were a great number of 
casus, but some of them were very simple 
Ho had divided them into three classes 
and ho would advise the simplest to he 
taken first. 

The first 8 or cases wore of the 
nature of stealing and in the indictmontfi 
a second count was addeil in those cases, 
charging the prisoner with being in pos- 
session, which it was often itecessury to 
fall back on if the first charge was not 
proved. In tho case of obtaining goods 
on false proteiises a second charge of for- 
gery had been added, which ho did iioi 
think could be sustained, though he 
thought the first charge was clear. 

The next class wv,s of a more seriouB 
character. In one a man was charged 
with threatening another man with a 
gun, and he thought thoy would have lup 
difhculty in bringing in a true bill in this 
case. Tho next cases were liiose of 
Chinamen for arson. .-Kiuither case 
against .Ah Chung, Wing Den and Liiii 
Sam was that of the stolon watches. He 
thought in those cases a true bill miglii 
be brouglit in against Ah Chung. Thon 
there was a case of assault upon a con- 
stable with a bludgeon. He thought that 
tho grand jury ought to find a true bill in 
this case. Then there was the attack 
made by Knight on a man named iMalni- 
borg about which there would fie no dif- 
lieully. NN'ith regard to the man who 
robbed another coming out of the Tele- 
graph Hotel, there v,as an alibi in this 
case to which tliere were ihreu witnesses 
but only one produced, .\fter this came 
a very sad and disagreeable case in which 
a Chinaman was charged with having com- 
mitted a rape on a child. lie advised 
them to tind a bill for the full charge, 
though he trusted it was not the case, hut 
that he only attempted it. The next case 
was that of ono Indian murdering another 
named tlohniiy; he thought in this case 
they should bring in a true bill. In tin- 
case of Sul Wha Cum for murder he was 
advised that the grand jury should bring | 
in a true bill. IJia loidshi)) concluded 
with general instructions to tho grand 
jury at some length, stating that in many 
cases it would be unnecoasary to call all 
the witnesses. In addition to matlora 
brought before them there were others of 
which tliey might take cogiii-zance. He 
adverted to lotteries and gambling, which 
particularly llourishod about Christinas 
time for many mealy mouthed purposes. 
He tliought this was very injurious to 
clerks and youn^.' men in stores and he 
had denounced it over and over again. 
This was not, however, n in.vtter for tho 
police. The duty the police was not 
that of spies, but to repress oriiue. But 
what no private person ctiuld do, the 
grand jury could do without obloquy. The 
newspapers announced these lotteries in 
large typed advertisements, and were 
liable to be prosecuted.

Cheat- 
ing at either lawful or unlawful games was 
punishable by the jhaiu gang.

EGYPT. 

Cairo, April 7.— Gen. Graham reached 
this city to-day.

Cairo, April 7. — Nubar Pasha has with- 
drawn his resignation of the presidency 
of tho Egyptian ministry and other otfices 
hold by him. His difference withCl.fford 
Lloyd, under secretary of the interior, has 
been referred to tho British govern- 
ment. 

Cairo, April 8 — Havanna and Zoilaare 
points in the .Somati territory south of tho 
gulf of Aden. There has been some doubt 
as to tho feeling of the tribes iiihabiting 
that section; but Hunter reports them 
well disposed soward the Egyptian gov 
urnmeiit. Although thoy are agitated 
over the condition of afl'airs in Soudan, 
will bo no trouble of danger, he believed, 
so long as British gunboats remain in the 
vicinity.

In 1^53, 
after failing tn coiistruct a cannon 
which wouM carry an cliMiLjaied pro 
jectile, he s(!t about devising some uia- 
terial at(-onger than cast iron. In a series 
of experiments wliich consumed a year 
and a half he hit ui)ou the idea of ren- 
dering cast iron inalleable by iiUi'oduc 
in" atmostjilieric air into the lluid met 
al. The blast ])roccss he patented in IS- 
."ij, but it took many experiments to 
niak8;,ife8UccBfeiful with large ma-sses of 
metal!" TTnally the'inventor succeeded 
in making steel, and oii;\ugust 11, 
ISSG, he made known his invention lo 
the world. A number of large foundries 
tried the new process, but failui-e re- 
sulteil in each case, largely due, subse 
tpient e.xperiraents showed, to the quali 
ty of the iron. So serious was this check 
that the inventor did not recover from 
it for years, but in the end il a<l 
deil to his proli'.s.
